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With respect to the first branch of inquiry many important im- 
provements have been suggested, and a scale of reduced rates and 
boarding money, more consistent with the existing state of naviga- 
tion recommended. It must be highly satisfactory to the shipping 
interests to observe from the concluding part of the first Report, the 
progress which has beéa made by the Trinity Corporation aud other 
public bodies to carry into effect the remedial recommendations of 
the Committee. Considerable reductions have already taken piace 
in the various and complicated rates under the management of the 
Elder Brethren; many oppressive charges have been discoutinued, 
others modified, and unoecessary burthens upon shipping withdrawn; 
notwithstanding which additional relief may be expected, as will 
appear from the following extract of the Report in question :— 
* What has hitherto been effected, however, by the Corporation of 
the /'rinity House, must rather be received as an earnest of progress- 
ive reduction, aud as a general pledge of the disposition of that Body 
to satisiy the reasonable claims of the shipping interests, than of the 
practicable exient to which it is capable of being carried. ° 

Amongst other improvements, the removal of the collection of the 


dues to an office in the Trinity House, has, upon the suggestion of 


the Committee, been adopted; means are therefore now ailorded for 
consolidating the receipt of the whole of the light, pilotage, har- 
bour dues, &c. &c. in one office, at a diminished expense to the pub- 
lic, «nd of introducing by degrees a system of simplicity and incal- 
culable convenience. 

The mquiry into the Quarantine Laws, &c. wili also be attended 
with beneficial results; various judicious regulations and alterations 
im the existing forms aud rules of quarautine have been suggested, 
by which the trade from the Mediterranean will be relieved from 
unuecessary restraints; and in some insiances from vexatious pra- 
lique, without in the slightest degree endangering the satety of the 
public health. A repeal of the quarantine duty is al-o recomment- 
ed, the amount of which although trifling in the aggregate, has beeu 
felt oppressive from its machinary, and unequal rate of charge, it 
appearing that a ton of stone, value oaly four pounds, is subject to 
eight shillings duty, whilst a ton of silk of the value of two thousand 
pounds is liable to only seveuteen shillings. We are therefore ra- 
joiced to find that Bills will be brought in next Session to carry these 
highly valuable suggestions into effect. 

The third head of mquiry upon which a distinct Report, full of 
highly valuable mformation, has been preseated, isthe London Port 
Duty. Wis to be lameited that the extent of debt with which that 
fund is chargeable, ; roceed:ing from advances made under the sanc- 
tion of Parliament out of the Consolidated Fund towards the im- 
provement of the Port of London, renders the prospect of a liquida- 
tion under the ters of the Acts of Parliament perfectly hopeless, 
and has indeed precluied the Committee trom suggesting means of 
removing a burthen imposed upon the trade of the Port of London, 
which has therefore assumed the character of a permanent tax. 
Some alleviation may however be looked for in the reduction of ex- 
peuses, and the sale of the Canal. 

The Commitice have recommended several alterations and im- 


provements in the Port of London, and the Canal Establishment ; | 


amongst these it has been sugyested that the businy ss now condueted 
by a separate Committee of the Corporation of London at a consi- 
derable expense, may without disadvantage to the public service be

But 
England, we hear, is shortly to reap the advantage oi emigrations of 
French manufacturers, some of whom are of the first class. We know 
already of an instance of the latter description, whose arrival may 
form an era in the commercial history of this country. This gen- 
tieman, who has for many years conducted a silk manufactory to a 
large extent in France, has determined on forming a manufactory on 
a large scale in this country, for the fabric of silks after the French 
manner, and on giving it the aid of his own practical experience. 
He found no difficulty ia uniting himself with individuals capable of 
advancing the requisite capital; a partuership is already formed, 
assistance is proffered from one of the first capitalists of the city to 
an almost unlimited extent, and large manufactories are erecting in 
Norwich and Vianchester. The result of this experiment will be 
regarded with mach inserest by the trade in general.—Bel/’s Mess.

On the first voyage of the Russians 
round the world (1803,) Commodore Krusenstern became seusible 
of the necessity of forming a collection of charts of those seas, which 
should be more complete and authentic than those of Arrowsmith 
and Espinosa; and contain, as far as possible, all the most recent 
discoveries which are now scattered in a number of voluminous pub-| 
licatious, inconvenient, and too expensive for common use. He be- | 
gan at that time to collect materials for this undertaking, the means

for the execution of which he has derived from his owi extensive 
experience, as well as from the labours ot modern and ancient navi- 
gators, and his correspondence with the most distinguished hydro- 
graphers ian Europe. After many years labour, Mr. Krusenstern 
now gives to the world the first half of such a work, which contains 
a General Chart of the Pacific Ocean; and on fourteen sheets Spe- 
cial Charts of groups of Islands in the Southern halfo. it.

TRADE OF SWEDEN. 

Stock?! oi~m, Oct. 22.—His Majesty has addressed a letter to the 
Board of Customs to the following effect :-— 

* Considering that the penalties attached to certain offences 
agaiust the Tariff are too severely punished by confiscation of ship 
and cargo, his Majesty has been pleased to approve the proposal 
made by the Board, and to order accordingly That if a foreign ar- 
ticle, the importation of which is prohibited, should, contrary to the 
regulations, be brought in a vessel not belonging to the country 
where the article is produced, this article, if the Captain has duly 
entered it, shall be sejuestered, and sold by auction for home cons 
sumption, on prying of the duties: one half of the proceeds to be 
divided between the crown and the informer, and the other half 
iven to the owner; but both the ship and the remainder of the 
cargo shall be exempt from confiscation. But ifa foreig:r, Captain 
brings goods from any country whatever, which are either prohibit- 
ed, or if allowed to be imported, are not duly entered on his arrival, 
but concealed, this shall be cons:dered as an attempt to smuggle, and

papers to introduce goods not produced in the country to which the 
ship belongs, shali be punished as now, with confiscation of the ship 
and the goods; which, however, shal] not extend to that part of the 
cargo produced in the country to which the ship belongs, and the

continue tu be punished by loss of ship and cargo.”

BRITISH NAVIGATION LAWS. 

The first of the series of Bills (five in number,) to consolidate the 
Laws of Customs, intitled + A Bill (as amended by the Committee) 
for the general reguiation of the Customs,” after the Preamble, sets 
forth the proposed  rovisions under the general head of * Law of 
Navigation.’ The clauses on this subject—a subject that has al- 
ready experienced much Parliamentary alteration, are too long for 
copying, but the following are in the marginal descriptions of the 
several provisions of this part of the projected Bill:— 

Goods of Asia, Africa, aud America, for home use, to be imported 
in British ships. 

But with exceptions :—viz. United States; countries im Ameri- 
ca; dominions of Grand Seiguor; Gibraltar or Malta. 

Europe. enumerated goods for home use (that is to say, masts, 
tallow, rosin, hemp, flax, currauts, raisins, figs, prunes, olive oil, 
corn or grain, pot ashes, wine, sugar, vinegar, braudy aud tobacco) 
in British ships, or ships of place, or ships of produce. 

From Guernsey, &c. in British shins. Exports to Asia, &c. and 
to Guernsey, &c. in British ships. Coastwise; British ships. Be- 
tween Guernsey, Jersey, &c. in British ships. 

Between Airica or America, iv British ships. Between Africa 
or America, and Europe, or limits of charter, in British ships. Be- 
tween British Possessions in America, and other places in America, 
Between British Possessions in India, and other places in India. 

No ship British, unless registered and navigated as such. British 
ship, while registered, to be always navigated by British master, 
and three-fourths British seamen.

It 1s scarcely vecessary to observe to our intelligent readers, that | 


the net produce of the Customs of the United Kingdom is very 


nearly eleven millions and a half annually, and that this produce is | 


yearly upon the increase. Now, independently of the productive 
nature of the Cusioms, there ap)ears to us to be many reasons why 
we should make a commutation in the Customs in preference te any 
other branch. Jn the Excise, with the exception of wine, tobacco, 
and foreign spirits, the tax falls upon subjects of our own growth 
and manufacture, and is attended with that intermeddling and in- 
quisition in the shop, the factory, and in. many cases the <welling- 
house, which have justly rendered this mode of taxation the most 
ebuoxious of all. On the contrary, the Customs take up the article 
upon its first arrival in our ports, and levy their due without any 
persona! inconvenience tothe merchant. Again, in almost all cases, 

ti Customs fall only upon foreign articles. Add to this, that the 
Customs are paid cheerfully, and the merchant repays himsel! easily 
The tax i- confounded with’the price, and every one has it in his 
power to avoid the duty by foregoing the use of the article. 

Ii would be a work of too much labour and miouteness to go 
through ail the articles constituting the long list of our Customs, or 
even to enumerate them. [hey appear, by the list before us, to 
amo \t to about two hundrew and fifty heads. It would be equally 
in\1d ous to iesignate any head too particularly as a suitable sub- 
je \ for an increased taxation, as we could scarcely lay our finger 
upon any single subject, which would not nece arly affect some 
elass of traders. But we would generally ask1:is \vestion, whether, 
in this long and most productive jist, there are. many, very many 
articles, the increased taxation of which wouid be more popular 
than tie continuance of the present Assessed Taxes’ Ad still 
more, are there not many, very many articles, in which the increase 
would less affect our national maustry and active capital? 

‘The official list of the Customs is arranged alphatetieally. Under 
the letter A alone are about ten articles, which though apparently 
Very iusignifica:s!, produce about seventy thousand pounds annually ; 
and we have ne hesitation im saying, (though we will not particu- 


Jarly designate the articles) that at least threefold the amount might | 


be raise} upon these articles, without the addition being publicly 
felt, and without materially affecting the interest of the traders. 
The two articles, apples and almonds, produce bear'y thirty thou- 
sand pounds, and we truly can see no reason why they should not 
be made to produce sixty thousand. The increase would affect no 
interest amongst us,—n0 manufacture,—no necessity. avd scarcely 
avomiort. Those who take them now would take them with the 
augmented duty. Add to this, that the whole amount of the in- 


crease would be net income, as the expense of collection is already | 


paid. 


In the next head, the letter B, we observe, that one article, brim- } 


stone, produces upwards of seventy thousand pounds annually ; aid | 
barilla and alkali produce upwards of ninety thousand. Upon nei- 

ther of these, as being required for our manufactures would we wish | 
any increase, but the same head contains about eight other subjects, | 
the tax upon which, or at least «ost of which, would admit oi a 
great increase, and still not affect either the use of the article rtself, 


If ihe »roposition were to lay a new tax upon a new article, so 
as to r-ise only ten twenty or thi ty thousand pounds, it would be 
a zoud objection, that the expenses of collecting such a tax would 
either consume the wholy amount, or would require that the publie 
ehould pay donbie ani gf bie ‘he sum required, in order that so 
much net should remaiu ior the public exchequer. The latter ob- 
jection is indeed a strong caut on agamst all new taxes of small 
amount, because it 1s a first priueiple, a very element in political 
economy, that more should not be raised by the public than is rece: v- 
ed by the State,—an! that the Governmeni should not seek « littie 
good at the cost of a great hurdev upou the people. But inall these 
ca es, and im any addition tha’ is made nthe Customs, the whole 
increase woul: be so mucti positive addition to Public Revenue, 
and would add nothing to tie present expense of collection, imas- 
much as the present officers would only have to receive two shillings 
where they now receive one. 

lu the next head oi the Customs, ander the letter C, there are 
mearly twenty different articles, the total produce of which may 
exceed about two huudved and fifty thousand pounds. We mention 
ene article alone as a specimen, namely, currants, which produce 
the enormous sum of two hundred thousand pounds annually he 
other articies under this letter, produce collectively, about forty 
thousand pounds; and we hesitate not to say, that there 1s not one of 
them but might be at least doubled, without injury to the consump. 
tion of the commodity ttself, or to the public trade and industry. 

It would be eudless to go through all these subjects,—we shall 
enly add one or two more in confirmation of our general proposition, 
that very considerable sums are raised upon articles, which no one 
can denominate absolute necessaries ; and again that innumerable 
articles, now producing a very small amount, will admit of a very 
eonsiderable addition, and thus collectively add very materially to 
the actual produce of the Customs. 

Lemons and oranges produce ninety-seven thousand pounds an- 
nu .lly,—juniper berries and liquorice juice, (the use of which we 
know not) about twenty-three thousand pounds, olives and olive 
il, about forty-four thousand,—and raisins, about one hundred and 
forty-five thousand. Besides which articles, there are about one 
hundred and eighty others, which produce from one to ten thousand 
pounds, and all affording, as appears to us, more or less, a Very am) le 
subject for a serious inquiry, whether such an increase might not be 
made in them (or at least in such of them as are not required in our 
maoufacturing processes) as might be less oppressive to the public 
gencrally, than the existing Assessed Taxes.

STATE OF PARTIES IN PORTUGAL, 


A short view of the origin and present state of the parties which 
exist in Portugal will throw some light on the probable nature of 
the late commotion. 

Portugal was described by the late Marquis de PomBaut as “a 
small head with a large body,” in allusion to the vast extent of its 
Colonies. In fact, European Portugal is somewhat less, both in ex- 
tent and population, than the kingdom of Scotland: and the hope 
which it still cherishes of reuniting to itself the Brazilian Empire 
must not be overlooked, in estimating the causes likely to operate 
on its policy. Various circumstances have for a long time past 
maintained an English Party in Portugal. Possessing as that coun- 
try does a large portion of the Western Coast of the Peninsula, the 
occupation of its ports would be highly important to any enemy that 
might meditate an invasion of England or Ireland: and the necessi- 
ty of guarding against such an evil renders it highly expedient on 
the part of Greut Britain {p cultivate the Portngnece Allfance. On

_ the other hand, Portugal is infinitely more dependent for her politi- 
cal existence on the protection of a great maritime State: and if 
ever that truth had been doubted, Buonaparte by his invasion, 
and the Duke of WexianuTon by his liberation of Portugal, must 
have placed it beyond coutroversy. 

The Portuguese, hemmed in so closely by Spain and formerly 
subjected to her usurped dominion, naturally dread the Spaniards as 
their most formidable enemies. This produces a rooted antipathy 
to Spain; but nevertheless the matrimonial alliances of the Spanish 
and Portuguese Royal Families, together with various other cir- 
cumstances of a local nature, have created in Portugal even a Spa- 
nish party, 

_ The French Government is not inattentive to the means of crea- 
ting an influence at Lisbon ; and probably the hope of heing aided 
by France, directly or indirectly, in regaining the dominion of Bra- 
zil, is one circumstance which helys to form in Portugal a French 
party. 

The revolutions of the last twenty years have singularly varied 
the aspect of these different parties in Portugal. At one time the 
French party, there as in all other parts of Europe, were the Revo- 
Intionists, whose progress led to the actual ensiaveme:t of their 
country as a province of France. At a subsequent period the Spa- 
nish partv were the Revolutioniste, and flattered themselves with 
the idea of makiag a Prince of the House of “raganza the Consti- 
tutrona! King of Spain. Again, the declaration of inderendence by 
Brazil has greatly weakened the commercial relations which sub- 
sisted between England and Portugal ; «nd the political relations 


are in like manner weakened by our avowed unwillingness to assist | 


in any scherve for subjugating the transatlantic colonies once more 
to the Portuguese dominion. Thus the English party has hecome 
to a certain extent the liberal party of the resent day in Portugal 

Its views indeed are moderate; and it is therefore supported by all 
the men of moderation in Portugal; but on the other hand, the 
French and Spanish parties unite in their hopes of giving the Kine 
a more absolute power at home. and enabling him to eubdne what 
they call the Rebellion of Brazil. We apprehend that the indivi- 
duals just now arrested are persons of thi latter descr'ption; and 


that the frustration of ‘heir plaus will not only tend to render Por- | 


tugal more tranquil, but to increase the weight and influence of the 

English party in that country.—New Times.

Square, broke out in the 
acdonald, whom 


This Macdonald, it is stated, formerly resided in Warriston Close, 
and at the date of the fire was a tenant of a Mr. Thomson, a slater, 
who had been repeatedly bound over by the Police Magistrates, 
upon the complaints of her neighbours, to keep an orderly house ; 
aud it would be most desirable to know whether i any one in-tance 
the penalty forfeited was ever exacied. Her hotise was in the up- 
| permost flat of that land in the south east angle of the Parliament 
| Square; whieh land used to be poimted out to strangers as the high- 
| est in the city, being vo less thin eleven stories behind, and six m 
|front. This house being fairly to windwerd of the first great fire, 
| which burst out on Monday evening, it is quite impossible that the 
| one fire could have any connexion with the other. When Macdon- 
'ald’s house was discovered to be in flames, she happened to be from 
home, and her door was locked; which were circumstances enffi- 
cient to justify her apprehension; but these are the only circum- 
stances yet known, which could lead to the very uncharitable inter- 
ence that she was the wilful author of the conflagration. ‘The 
flames spread with wonderful rapidity to the a:ijoining property ; 
and nothing could arrest their progress, until the whole of those im- 
mense lands in the Square, which had escaped from the fire that 
took place in June last, with the exception of the one adjoining to 
the Exchequer buildiugs, were burnt to the ground; and even that 
land suffered severely, its roof having been completely destroyed. 
‘The greatest exertions were made to preserve the courts of law, and 
also the property at the back of the Square; which exertions were 
eventually successful. The powerful engine belonging to Leith 
Fort, which discharges one and a half ton of water per minute, was 
efficiently wrought by a detachment of the horse artillery ; and an- 
other engine was wrought with great vigour and alacrity by a party 
of the 72d Regiment. Among those particularly active upon this 
trying occasion, we observed the Lord President, Lord Justice Clerk, 
Lord Advocate, Solicitor General, Dean of Faculty, Mr. Cockburn, 
Advocate, and others. Self-possession and coolness, on such an oc- 
casion, is almost out of the question; but the clashing of authority, 
‘when these qualities are in greatest requisition, is much to be re- 
gretted; and we think it much better to leave the management of 
ibings to those vested with the duties, and who may be suppored 
the most conversant with them.

All at once the Sqare was enveloped in a dark cloud of dust; and 
shouts of triumphant joy arose from the multitude. The seamen, in 
the mean time, proceeded with there operations. About mid-day 
the greater part of the south zable was pulled down piece-meal ;
